A RESIDENT who hit out at a 
new ‘intelligent’ street 
lighting system which 
plunged his home into pitch 
darkness in the early hours is 
celebrating after getting a 
light switched back on. 

Gary Byers, 66, said the first he 
knew of the new system adopted 
by Suffolk County Council was 
when he arrived home from a 
night out to find no lights on and 
struggled to see to put his key in 
the door at his home in 
Haycocks Road, Haverhill. 

Mr Byers was furious that he had not 
received a letter informing him that 
lights outside his home, along with 
many others in Haverhill and across 
Suffolk, are now switched off from 
midnight until 5.30am. 

Last week the Weekly News featured 
Mr Byers’s story and he received a visit 
from Richard Webster of the county 
council street lighting team. He agreed 
that the steep steps behind Mr Byers’s 
home were dangerous and agreed to get 
the light switched back on. 

Mr Byers said: “I think it is a victory 
and I am really pleased. The help that 
the paper has given in getting this done 
is appreciated as well. Mr Webster was 


very helpful and went into great detail 
about the scheme. I was very impressed 
with him and he agreed that the area 
with the steps was dangerous. 

“By the next night the light was turned 
back on again, it was as quickly as that. 
Give credit where it is due, they got it 
wrong, but they have now put it right. It 
is only one light, but at least we are now 
not in complete darkness and we can see 
the steps without falling over.” 

Mr Byers lives at the edge of the estate, 
with open fields behind his home, and 
feared he and his neighbours would be 
left vulnerable to burglars. 


Suffolk County Council introduced a 
new system of intelligent street lighting 
across the county earlier this year, which 
allows some street lights to be switched 
off, with others dimmed or left on 
remotely. An estimated saving of more 
than £500,000 a year on energy bills was 
expected to be made by switching off 
many lights between the hours of 
midnight and 5.30am. 

A spokesman for Suffolk county 
Council said: “The part night lighting 
scheme is a fully flexible system. The 
county council is here to listen to 
residents and other stakeholders, and 


where there are cases for street lights to 
be kept on in certain areas for safety 
reasons, then we will work to make this 
possible. 

“We have been more than pleased to 
work with Mr Byers. We are already 
working with the town council in 
Haverhill to identify whether there are 
other estates in the town which have a 
similar need for review.”

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Man cleared 
of assault 

A MAN has been cleared of 
allegations that he carried out a 
violent assault in Haverhill 
town centre. 

Michael Williams, 20, of Well 
Street, had pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of assault causing 
actual bodily harm. 

A jury at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Thutrsday, November 
17, took less than an hour to 
find him not guilty. 

After the verdict was 
returned Judge Roderick 
Newton told Williams that he 
was free to leave. 

During the trial it had been 
alleged that Williams had 
attacked Bradley Foster in an 
alleyway beside Barclays Bank 
in High Street, Haverhill during 
the early hours of April 17. 

The prosecution alleged that 
Williams had felled Mr Foster 
with a punch and then had 
kicked him in the head and 
stamped on his wrist, causing a 
fracture, during a disturbance 
involving several people. 

But giving evidence, Williams 
told the jury that he had only 
intervened in the disturbance 
because he wanted to go to the 
aid of a friend who he said was 
being attacked. 

Williams denied causing any 
injuries to Mr Foster and said 
he never at any point stamped 
on his wrist. Any injuries 
sustained by Mr Foster had 
been accidental, he said. 

The court heard that 
Williams had been out for the 
evening with a group of friends 
and was walking between the 
White Hart pub and The Bell 
pub when the disturbance 
occurred as one of the group 
used a cash machine.

CELLS and accommodation 
rooms which have stood 
unused at Haverhill’s police 
station for almost a decade 
could be brought back into use 
- as the town’s new inspector 
offers space for other groups. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie last served 
as a PC in Haverhill 10 years ago and 
actually stayed in one of the single 
officer’s rooms at the police station. 
Now the 10 rooms are no longer 
used by police officers, along with a 
large meeting room, and six cells in 
the building no longer house 
prisoners since a new custody suite 
was opened at Bury St Edmunds. 

From January, Insp Ferrie will be 
responsible for both response and 
Safer Neighbourhood Team officers 
in Haverhill, and is moving all his 
officers closer together on the first 
floor of the police station. 

Materials stored in the redundant 
part of the building will be moved 
into the cells, leaving a large part of 
the building available for other uses. 
Insp Ferrie hopes that other 
agencies or voluntary groups might 
be interested in renting office space 
in the building, for which a separate 
pedestrian access and entrance can 
be provided.

He said: “It is a lovely big building, 
but we are not making the best use 
of it. I want to have all my officers 
working more closely together and I 
will be right in the middle of 
everything. We also want to see 
closer partnership working with 
other agencies. 


“There could be someone out 
there desperate for better 
accommodation in the centre of 
Haverhill, so why not have them 
here? There is a lot of empty space 
just sitting there and I would like to 
see it used. 

“The single officer’s quarters I 


used is still there, but has not been 
used for years. When I was here 
before, this was a busy, vibrant 
station and I would like to see it like 
that again.”

Man who swapped 
drugs for drink is 
given a final chance 


AN offender described by his 
solicitor as having “replaced 
one addiction with another” 
was given a last chance by 
magistrates to seek help and 
stay out of jail. 

Gary Townsend, 30, of 
Beeche Grove, Haverhill, 
appeared at Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court, where he 
admitted a charge of failing to 
comply with a community 
order requirement of a 12-week 
prison sentence suspended for 
18 months. 

This was imposed in April for 
breaching a restraining order 
and he was also required to 
attend a six-month drug 
rehabilitation referral. 

Shelley Reader, for the 
probation service, said it was 
the second time that Townsend 
had been brought back to court 
for breaching the order, after 
failing to attend appointments, 
on one occasion missing five 
within three days. 

He had attended some 
appointments since breach 
proceedings had been started 
against him. She said that he 
had been assessed as suitable 
for a six-month alcohol 


treatment order. 

Lyndon Davies, for Towns¬ 
end, said his client now 
believed alcohol was more of a 
problem for him that drugs, 
having detoxed during a period 
of imprisonment following the 
last breach of the order. 

Mr Davies said: “His drug use 
is minimal compared to what it 
has been in the past. He has 
replaced one addiction with 
another and he is now drinking 
far too much. He has been ill 
because of his drinking and it is 
clearly having an impact on his 
health.” 

Lorraine Line, chairman of 
the bench, told Townsend: “We 
have decided that it is not in 
the interests of justice to 
activate this suspended 
sentence. We feel it is more 
beneficial to use the rest of the 
order for an alcohol treatment 
requirement. 

“I have to warn you that if 
you come back to court with 
another breach there is no way 
you will have the order 
continue. We are giving you 
one last chance to comply with 
the order and hopefully stay 
out of prison.” 
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Town group 
off to London 

A DEPUTATION from Haverhill will 
travel to London on tomorrow to 
press the town’s case to become one 
of only two pilot schemes in the 
country testing the new idea of 
‘community budgeting’. 

Haverhill Town Council submitted 
a bid just before the deadline of 
November 18 on behalf of the town 
and Cllr Anne Gower, chairman of 
the One Haverhill board, said she was 
delighted the town had been short¬ 
listed. 

The idea of the scheme is to cut red 
tape and get things done, by pooling 
resources to save money and 
improve accountability. The One 
Haverhill group is already meeting 
many of the criteria required by the 
scheme such as partnership working 
and projects. 

Cllr Gower said: “I am over the 
moon that we have been shortlisted. 
I am just delighted that Haverhill 
Town Council managed to get a bid 
in in time and successfully bring us 
to the second phase. We are going to 
pitch our best and hopefully we will 
be selected. If not there is a second 
tier which offers some support and 
anything is better than nothing. 

“There is a small bursary, but it is 
more about support and guidance. I 
am absolutely delighted that we have 
managed to get this far. Matthew 
Hancock has written to Eric Pickles 
supporting our bid and we are very 
hopeful. We are already ahead of the 
game compared to much of the 
country, as we already do a lot of 
partnership working and projects. 
That is what the One Haverhill group 
is all about.”

Anger over 
travellers 

A COUNCIL has been criticised for 
taking ‘half-hearted’ measures to 
protect a piece of open space after 
travellers moved on for the second 
time in a few months. 

Five caravans moved on to the land 
off Chivers Road in Haverhill more 
than a week ago. They had gone by 
yesterday after a multi-agency meeting 
had been held, but before legal action 
was taken. 

Keith Bye said local residents were 
concerned that better measures were 
not introduced after travellers moved 
on to the same piece of land in August. 
He said: “They did dig up a bit and put 
some posts in, but it was all half¬ 
hearted and they soon got around it. 

“It is right next to a children’s 
playground and last time they were 
there dogs were running round and 
local children were afraid to go there. 

“I have lived here 11 years and last 
year was the first time it had happened, 
but now we can see it happening every 
year. The children don’t go to school. 
They ride round on bikes and you don’t 
know what they are up to. We pay our 
rates to St Edmundsbury and after their 
half-hearted attempt to keep these 
people out we feel that we are wasting 
our money.” 

A St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
spokesman said: “After this site was 
occupied by travellers earlier this year, 
we created a ditch where they had 
broken through, to discourage anyone 
else from entering. Unfortunately, if 
travellers are determined to pitch, 
whatever measures are put in place 
they will be breached, and we cannot 
make fortresses of all our public spaces 
by barricading them.” 


Convicted of 
school attack 

Jury finds mum and daughter guilty 


A MOTHER and daughter 
have been convicted of 
beating up a woman 
outside a primary school. 

Carol Sloan, 57, and her 
daughter Katie, 29, had denied 
launching a violent attack but 
were found guilty on Tuesday 
by a jury at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

They were released on bail 
until they return to court in 
December to be sentenced. 

The pair were found guilty of 
assault causing actual bodily 
harm following an incident in 
Camps Road, Haverhill, on the 
afternoon of November 17 last 
year. 

The victim was Charlene 
Mansfield, who had been on her 
way to collect her son from 
Place Farm Primary School 
when she found her way 
blocked by Carol and Katie 
Sloan. 

Giving evidence, Ms 
Mansfield said that Carol Sloan 
punched her, pulled off her hat

and pulled her earrings out of 
her ears before clawing at her 
face with fingernails. 

Katie Sloan had then joined 
in, with the mother and 
daughter repeatedly kicking the 
victim as she lay on the ground. 

The attack only ended when 
another mother intervened, said 
Ms Mansfield. Another woman 
walked with her to the school 
office, where she was given 
medical attention by a 
paramedic. 

Ms Mansfield said she had 
black eyes, scratching to her 
face, soft tissue injuries from 
being kicked in the head as well 
as whiplash and torn earlobes. 

Carol Sloan, of Broadcroft 
Crescent, Haverhill, had 
claimed that Ms Mansfield had 
made offensive remarks about 
her disabled son Glen, 29, and 
she had only wanted to speak to 
her to explain the situation. 


Ms Mansfield denied making 
any remarks. In her evidence, 
Carol Sloan alleged that Ms 
Mansfield had aimed a punch at 
her and in trying to fend her off 
had accidentally caught a 
thumb in Ms Mansfield’s 
earring, which came off. 

She said: “I had no other 
physical contact with Charlene. 
I don’t know how she sustained 
the cuts and bruises that she 
did.” 

Katie Sloan, of Castle Walk, 
Haverhill, claimed that she had 
been acting in self defence 
when she first tried to slap Ms 
Mansfield and then, while her 
glasses were dislodged, lashed 
out, striking her on the chin 
which caused Ms Mansfield to 
fall to the ground. 

Both Carol and Katie Sloan 
denied kicking Ms Mansfield. 

During the trial, the jury 
heard from social services staff 
who witnessed the incident 
from nearby offices and other 
parents who were waiting to 
collect children from school.

The Growing 
Places Fund is now 
available to Local 
Enterprise Part¬ 
nerships across the 
area and is part of 
a £500m UK plan. 

The money will 
give local busi¬ 
nesses and organ¬ 
isations the oppor¬ 
tunity to make 
their own deci¬ 
sions and apply for 
the funding based 
on local priorities. 

MP Matthew 
Hancock said the 
scheme would 
unlock much- 
needed local infra¬ 
structure. 

He added: “This 
fund will make a 
real difference on 
the ground, im¬ 


proving the lives of 
local residents in 
West Suffolk and 
boosting the local 
economy. 

“From building 
strategic link roads 
to reducing con¬ 
gestion, the invest¬ 
ment will set 
businesses free 
and create jobs.” 

The fund be will 
available to help 
boost economic 
growth by getting 
the required infra¬ 
structure built to 
enable the 

creation of new 
jobs and homes by 
getting stalled 
projects moving 
again. 

Councils will 
support these 
plans with their 
technical and 
financial expertise 
- leaving local 
enterprise part¬ 
nerships free of red 
tape and better 
able to focus their 


attentions on 
ensuring the funds 
go to where they 
will be used most 
effectively. 

All £500m will 
be allocated from 
the end of January 


so work can start 
immediately.

breath. The legal limit is 
35mg. 

Kmiecik was stopped 
after another motorist and 
a member of staff called 
the police after he visited 
a garage in Manor Road, 
Haverhill. Both said he 
smelt of alcohol and the 
witness compared his 
driving to “a steam train”. 

The court was told 
Kmiecik, of Burton End, 
had been out drinking 
after having an argument 
with his wife. 

Shelley Reader, a 
probation officer who 
prepared a report for the 
court after speaking to 
Kmiecik through an 
interpreter, said he was 
remorseful and accepted 
responsibility for his 
actions. 


He came to England 
from Poland six years ago 
and since then has worked 
at Dalehead Foods in 
Linton. 

The court heard 
Kmiecik is the father of 
15-month-old twins, one 
of whom suffers from 
cerebral palsy. 

However, magistrates 
were told a friend could 
take him to work and his 
wife would be able to take 
their daughter to hospital 
appointments by public 
transport. 

Dennis Heath, chair¬ 
man of the bench at Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court, said: “This was an 
extremely high reading 
and the court must treat it 
very seriously.” 

Kmiecik can take a 
drink-driver rehabilitation 
course, which would 
reduce the ban by six 
months.

S AM Norman 
can’t help but 
smile proudly 
as she talks about 
her five-month-old 
daughter Mia. “She’s 
such a good girl,” 
she beams, “and 
quite a determined 
little thing.” 

Just five weeks ago, 
Mia, from Newmarket, 
underwent a four-hour 
operation at 
Addenbrooke’s to 
improve her cleft lip and 
palate, a condition she 
was born with. 

It was at the 20-week 
scan that Sam, 33, and 
her husband James, 35, 
were told their first child 
had a cleft. “They picked 
it up on the scan and we 
didn’t really understand 
what it was,” she says. 
“The most I knew about 
it was someone I went to 
school with had it. I 
thought it was quite a 
rare thing but I now 
know around one in 600 
babies are born every 
year in the UK with a 
cleft lip or palate, or 
both.” 

As well as the cleft lip, 
later scans found that 
Mia also had a cleft 
palate. “We were hoping 
that it would just be the 
lip,” remembers Sam. 

“It was really 
upsetting. Obviously you 
want your baby to be fine

and initially I thought 
‘what did I do wrong?’, 
but I’ve been reassured 
there’s nothing I could 
have done.” 

A cleft is a gap in the 
lip or mouth that arises 
in the early stages of 
pregnancy, when the face 
of a baby developing in 
the womb doesn’t join up 
properly. It can affect just 
the mouth or palate or, 
like in Mia’s case, both. 

Although Sam is 
grateful they found out 
about Mia’s condition 
before she was born, she 
admits it did have a 
negative effect on the 
pregnancy. 

“I think the doctors 
have to prepare you for 
the worst,” she says. “The 
pregnancy was nice, 
albeit, and I hate using 
this word, tarnished by 
all the worry of what was 
going to happen when 
she was born. I think you 
put yourself in a position 
where you can only 
expect the worst and 
then when she was born 
we were so delighted 
because it wasn’t 
anything like we thought 
it was going to be.” 

The couple were told 
Mia would need at least 
three operations to 
correct her clefts - one to 
improve her lip and nose, 


a second on her palate, 
which she will undergo in 
January next year, and a 
third when she is nine or 
JO years old. 

Because she only has a 
third of her hard palate 
and none of her soft 
palate, the left side of her 
nose was flat, as there 
was no palate to support 
it. So the first of the 
operations, which was 
carried out at 
Addenbrooke’s last 
month, was to improve 
her nose and lip. “It was 
the longest four hours of 
my life but we knew she 
was in good hands,” says 
Sam. 

“She had been having 
difficulty breathing 
before the operation and, 
with the palate missing, 
the milk tends to come 
back up as well, so we 
have special bottles for 
her. She had to stay in 
hospital for four days, but 
it actually wasn’t as a 
horrendous experience 
as I thought it was going 
to be. 

“There were three of us 
on the ward with children 
with cleft lip or palate 
and they were all done on 
the same day It’s 
incredible what they did. 
They pulled everything 
together and worked on 
it layer by layer, so they 
did the nerve endings, 
the muscle fibres then 
the skin layers. 

Everything was there, it 


just hadn’t formed 
together. If you look 
closely at her you can see 
the scar, it’s hairline 
where they’ve pulled it 
altogether and stitched. 
It’s amazing really.” 

After her time in 
hospital, the family 
returned to their home 
for Mia to recover. “She 
was confused and clearly 
in pain as the anaesthetic 
and morphine came out 
of her system,” explains 
Sam. “It was a lot for her 
to go through but I have 
to look at it that she 
doesn’t understand 
what’s going on.” 

Mia’s second 
operation, to repair her 
palate, will take place in 
January. “That’s the one 
I’m dreading,” says Sam. 
“We have another pre¬ 
admission appointment 
at Addenbrooke’s where 
they will explain the 
operation in full, but I’m 
told they use skin grafts 
from within the mouth. 

“Now she’s had the first 
op I do feel a bit more 
reassured but I don’t 
want her to have to go 
through it all. The first 
one was bad enough, but 
this one sounds even 
more complex and if it 
doesn’t go quite right in 
terms of her speech, it 
might need to be done 
again.” 

Although Mia is doing 
well after her first 
operation, her mum and

dad know that she still has 
a long way to go. “It fills 
me with dread,” says Sam. 
“I worry about the 
operation she’ll have when 
she’s a little girl because 
she’s going to understand 
that something’s not right 
and she will be scared. But 
then I have to look at it 
that this is cosmetic, it’s 
not an operation where, 
thank God, there’s a severe 
effect of her health, it’s not 
a hole in the heart, and 
that’s what I have to keep 
thinking. But at the end of 
the day she’s my little girl 
and I don’t want her to 
have to go through it all.” 

Mia has a 20-year care 
plan with the cleft team at 
Addenbrooke’s and, when 
she’s 16, if she isn’t happy 
with the shape of her nose 
or lip, she can have more 
treatment. “I think that’s 
incredible,” says Sam. 
“Daddy and I both have 
quite big noses so she’s not 
going to have the Norman 
nose!” 

Sam and James have 
found support not only 
from their friends and 
family but also the team at 
Addenbrooke’s and The 
Cleft Lip & Palate 
Association (CLAPA). 
“CLAPA in particular were 
amazing because they put 
us in touch with other 
people who have 
experienced the same,” 
explains Sam. “That was 
really helpful because we 
didn’t have a clue; we 
didn’t know what this was 
going to entail. Once the 
medical side was 
explained you’re left with 
the emotional side and 
that was where CLAPA 
came in.” 

The couple were put in 
touch with a family who 
also have a daughter with 
a cleft lip and palate. “We 
met them and I asked the 
mum things on the 
emotional side and things 
about the operation that I 
need to know and that 
helped no end. 

“James really struggled 
with it when we found out 
and he felt he couldn’t 
show me that he was upset 
because he wanted to be 
strong for me. I think he 
felt that the mum gets 
more support over the 


music 
nights in 

Cambridge as part of the 
HouseOlogy group, 
organised a ball last 
month at Anglia Ruskin 
University to raise money 
for CLAPA. 

The couple would also 
be happy to meet other 
families who find 
themselves going through 
the same thing and are 
looking for advice. “It 
helped us so much to talk 
to the family we were put 
in touch with, we’d be 
happy to speak to 
anyone,” says Sam. 

It’s possible in the future 
that Mia’s cleft could affect 
her hearing and her teeth. 
“She could get glue ear so 
she might need to have a 
gromit fitted,” explains 
Sam. “She’ll have crooked 
teeth up until the 
operation when she’s nine 
or 10 because they have to 
let the baby teeth grow 
through, and then she can 
have the operation. They 
will take bone marrow 
from her hip to form a 
gum.” 

Doctors cannot tell 
James and Sam why Mia 
developed cleft lip and 
palate, and a genetics test 
has revealed that if the 
couple have a second 
baby, there is a 5-25 per 
cent chance that child 
would also have a cleft. “It 
has put us off having more 
children and I know it 
shouldn’t because it’s not 
life-threatening, but it is a 
lot to go through. We feel 
we were quite lucky in that 
Mia’s cleft wasn’t as severe 
as we thought it was going 


to be, but it could be a lot 
worse, and to be honest 
it’s just a risk that we don’t 
want to take.” 

Although Sam admits 
she has found the first 
operation difficult, and 
knows Mia has more 
treatment to go through, 
she says she couldn’t 
imagine not giving 
consent for her daughter 
to be treated. “There were 
a couple of times when I 
looked at her and thought 
‘she’s so beautiful, I don’t 
want her to go through it’, 
but that would be so cruel. 

“You’ve got to think 
about them as they’re 
getting older and going to 
school. And on health 
grounds, without her 
palate being fixed she 
would always have 
problems with her 
breathing and eating.” 

Sam and James have 
lots of photos of Mia taken 
before the first operation 
and Sam says that when 
she is old enough they will 
explain everything about 
her first few years. “We’re 
just going to tell her how it 
is,” smiles Sam. “We want 
her to know that this is a 
part of her life, how proud 
we are of her and how 
brave she was. All little 
kids have a story, and this 
will be hers.”

Profit by turning 
over old leaves 


A FTER the spectacular 
display of reds, oranges 
and yellows from the 
autumn leaves thanks to an 
unusually warm spell, it’s time 
to rake them up for recycling. 

You may have seen the end of the 
visual brilliance of the autumn leaves, 
but their value doesn’t end there. 

While many people might question 
the point of raking leaves at all if they 
are going to decompose anyway, 
especially in a woodland garden, don’t 
forget the more fragile specimens 
which are so often planted underneath 
the trees, such as herbaceous plants 
and pint-sized bulbs, which could be 
smothered by the thick blanket of 
leaves. 

So dust off that rake and put your 
eco-friendly hat on by making 
leafmould, a humus-rich soil 
conditioner which makes a good mulch 
for beds and borders, although it 
provides few nutrients. Richer 
leafmoulds can be made by adding a 
few grass clippings. 

It is ideal used as a mulch to 
suppress weeds and, while it doesn’t 
have much nutritious value, it will be 
taken down by worms into the soil 
which will improve its texture.

Fallen leaves can be stored in a wire 
mesh bin, or packed into black 
polythene sacks which have been 
perforated to allow air in. 

The bags can be tied up and placed 
in the corner of the garden, where the 
leaves will decompose and can be used 
the following spring. Leaves which are 
left in open bins may take longer to 
decompose. 

It’s best to collect the leaves after it 
has rained, to ensure good 
decomposition. 

If you haven’t got a leaf vacuum 
which can suck them up and shred 
them, a quick way of collecting them 
from the lawn is to use a lawnmower, 
which will shred leaves and add grass 
at the same time. 

Shredding will speed up the decay of 
tougher leaves such as horse chestnut, 
sweet chestnut and sycamore. 


Thick evergreen leaves such as holly 
and cherry laurel need to be shredded 
and added to the normal compost heap. 
Pine needles break down extremely 
slowly - it may take three years before 
they are fully decomposed and ready to 
use, but they are good to use on acid- 
loving plants. 

For the best leafmould, use leaves 
from hornbeam, oak and beech, 
leaving them for at least a year before 
using. If you leave them for two years 
or more, you should be left with a very 
fine crumbly leafmould that can be 
used as a potting compost. 

Of course, there are many other soil 
improvers you can use. 

Many gardeners make their own 
compost, while others splash out at 
garden centres on spent mushroom 
compost, horse manure and composted 
green waste. 

Adding these bulky organic nutrients 
will boost your soil and should 
improve crops and give you better 
quality plants. 

Add blood, fish and bone to new 
planting holes or dig it into a new 
border or between plants in an existing 
one to give the soil a boost of nitrogen 
and phosphates. 

Working in plenty of goodness to 
your soil now will reap you great 
harvests in the coming year.

Tidy tips for winter gardens 


■ Prepare for winter 
winds by removing 
decaying branches on 
established trees. 

■ Protect newly planted 
evergreens with a 
temporary windbreak. 

■ Group containers for 
mutual protection over 
winter, wrapping up 
vulnerable pots and 
plants. 

■ Keep planting bare-root 


fruit trees and bushes. 

■ Ventilate the 
greenhouse on sunny 
days. 

Check around globe 
artichokes for signs of 
suckers and detach any 
you find and pot them up 
to increase stocks. 

■ Pinch out the growing 
tips of young fuchsias 
grown from cuttings taken 
in late summer. 


■ Spike lawns with a 
hollow-tined aerator and 
brush grit into the holes 
to improve drainage. 

■ Cover cold frames with 
old carpet or horticultural 
fleece on cold nights. 

■ Use a net to remove 
leaves and plant debris 
from the pond water, 
soaking the dry roots until 

■ Sow hardy varieties of 
peas in well-drained soil.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Region’s used car prices up 3.8% 


CONSUMERS holding on to 
their motor for longer are 
driving down the cost of 
used cars - except in 
Scotland and the east of 
England, a new report 
reveals. 

The average price for a 
second-hand car in July- 
September 2011 was £8,870 - 
a 2.4 per cent decline 
compared with the same 
period a year ago, according 
to the Auto Trader company. 

It is the first time the price has 
dipped below £9,000 since the 
company started tracking the 
market in January 2010. 
Almost all regions 
experienced a decline in price 


compared with the previous 
three months, while only 
Scotland (up 2.8 per cent) and 
the east of England (up 3.82 
per cent) had rises compared 
with July-September 2010. 

The major climber year-on- 
year was the Ford Fiesta. 

Auto Trader director Tim 
Peake said: “A lower overall 
supply of one to three-year- 
old vehicles entering the UK 
car market, combined with 
consumers holding on to their 
cars for longer, is increasing 
the average age of vehicles in 
the UK and this is being 
reflected in lower average 
overall prices.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
